U of A makes recommendations 
after HUB mall robbery, shooting

University of Alberta officials 
said they responded appro¬ 
priately to the FlUB Mall rob¬ 
bery and shooting in June this 
year, but still released a ser¬ 
ies of recommendations for 
improvement Wednesday 

The university completed 
two reports after an internal 
review to analyze the reaction 
of U of A officials, specific¬ 
ally the Crisis Management 
Team (CMT) and University 
of Alberta Protective Services 
(UAPS), following the shooting 
June 15, which left three G4S 
armoured guards dead and an¬ 
other seriously injured. While 
the reports won’t be made 
public until late November, 
the 19 recommendations have 
been posted on UAlberta.ca. A 
third external review is also 
being conducted. 

In a press conference Wed¬ 
nesday, officials said univer-

sity staff acted appropriately 
in its response to the shoot¬ 
ings, despite the need for 
improvement. 

“You have to think about 
the circumstances of the 
event. This took place very 
quickly, and the danger as¬ 
sociated with that event dis¬ 
sipated very rapidly once the 
(suspect) left the campus,” 
said acting provost Martin 
Ferguson-Pell, when asked 
why the information wasn’t 
delivered as an emergency 
alert. 

According to the recom¬ 
mendations, the CMT were 
responsible to support first 
responders, students, resi¬ 
dents and other members 
of the university commun¬ 
ity. The university said it 


received several complaints 
about the lack of information 
and how fast the information 
was given to the public. The 
shooting took place shortly 
after midnight; the university 
issued its first informational 
tweet around 2 a.m. and up¬ 
dated the website with infor¬ 
mation at 3:30 a.m. 

The report outlines com¬ 
munication fiaws between 
CMT staff and university 
stakeholders, the fiow of in¬ 
formation between univer¬ 
sity first responders and the 
university community and 
co-ordination with 
Edmonton police.

The owner of a private 
ambulance service in St. Al¬ 
bert says he will likely have 
to lay off staff after the pro¬ 
moter of the Edmonton Indy 
declared bankruptcy, leaving 
him with a $54,000 bill. 

Octane Motorsports 
Events, who had been pro¬ 
moting the race, declared 
bankruptcy last month, 
leaving dozens of Edmonton 
businesses unpaid. 

Tim Hawirko, general 
manager of Alberta Para¬ 
medical Services, said the 
bankruptcy news stunned 
him. 

“We were actually doing 
planning with them for next 
year, and all of a sudden I 
read that they were cancel¬ 
ling the race and declar¬ 
ing bankruptcy,” he said 
Wednesday. 

Hawirko said his com¬ 
pany had 32 people provid¬ 
ing ambulance service over 
the three-day event for the 
stands and pit area — costs 
he may not now make up. 

“We will be la 3 dng off 
staff because of it,” he said. 
“The impact is devastating 
to us.” 

Soren Wakelin, sales 
manager at Fast Fence Rent¬ 
als, is out nearly $40,000 for 
the 20,000 feet of temporary 
fencing they put up on the 
site. 

“It’s obviously tough to 
swallow for a small family- 
run business,” he said. “It’s 
not going to put us under, 
but it’s definitely a big hit.” 

Both men said they never 
imagined such a big event 
would not pay its bills. 

Other Edmonton compan¬ 
ies who are potentially 
out money include Alberta 
Health Services which lost 
$50,000, Cowan Graphics 
which lost $70,000, and the 
Sawmill Banquet Centre 
which lost $188,000.

The lawyers behind a class-ac¬ 
tion lawsuit of XL Foods hope 
to bring on board Canadians 
across the country that were 
sick or had to throw away

The southern Alberta meat 
processing facility remains 
closed, and more than 1,500 
products have been recalled 
over concerns that they are 
tainted with E. coli. 


Edmonton man Matthew 
Harrison, the lawsuit’s rep¬ 
resentative plaintiff, got sick 
after consuming steaks at a 
friend’s barbeque. He said he 
wants to make sure the com¬ 
pany takes food safety more 
seriously. 

“Someone needs to be 
held accountable for this. 
The meat never should have 
left the plant,” Harrison said 
Wednesday. 

“If the Americans found 
it at their border, why didn’t 
someone find it before it left 
the plant?” 

Richard Mallet, the lead 
lawyer on the suit, said since 
they announced it they have 
had dozens of calls from 
people looking to join up. 

“Since the news broke yes¬ 
terday, we have been getting a 
number of calls. We have had 


calls from British Columbia, 
from Ontario and from Al¬ 
berta,” he said. 

Mallet added they haven’t 
determined how much to seek 
in the suit, and that the num¬ 
ber will ultimately be based 
on whether people became ill 
or whether they simply pur¬ 
chased the tainted meat. 

Harrison’s meat came from 
a Costco store and local health 
officials did raise concerns 
about a tenderizing process 
used at that store. Concerns 
have also been raised about 
the government inspection 
process. 

Mallet said right now they 
are only looking at XL Foods’ 
involvement. 

“Our focus right now is 
on the original suppher and 
going back to the source,” he 
said.

Federal Liberal leadership 
candidate Justin Trudeau ad¬ 
dressed hundreds of support¬ 
ers in Calgary Wednesday, 
sa 3 dng he aims to carve out 
the middle ground in Can¬ 
adian politics and re-engage 
a public largely disillusioned 
with the status quo. 

Trudeau said he wants 
to engage voters who are 
tired of “the same old, same 
old” in Ottawa and who are 
“hopeful that we can have a 
better type of politics.”

• Trudeau commended the 
gathered faithful as the 
“bravest Liberals in the 
country" for standing 
with the party despite its 
historic lack of popular¬ 
ity in Alberta. 


• He also commended 
them for their commit¬ 
ment to being "moder¬ 
ate, centrist, contem¬ 
plative, pragmatic and 
evidence-based" in their 
politics. 


• "You reject the politics of 
resentment and division 
that are the hallmarks of 
our opponents, both on 
the left and the right," 
Trudeau told the crowd. 


Despite Alberta being 
hostile territory for Liberals, 
Trudeau said it made sense 
to make Calgary his first stop 


after announcing his leader¬ 
ship campaign in Montreal 
on Tuesday. 

“We have to make sure 
any party that wants to be a 
national party, wants to be 
serious about being a party 
that all Canadians are going 
to pay attention to, has to 
connect with all Canadians 
across the country,” he said. 

University of Calgary pol¬ 
itical science professor Barry 
Cooper, however, described 
that view as “naive” and said 
regional divisions in Canada 
are unlikely to be bridged by 
any leader or party. 

“There never has been a 
national party, at least not 
since the 1930s,” Cooper said. 
“That’s the fundamental real¬ 
ity of the federation and Lib¬ 
erals have often wished it was 
otherwise.” 

When asked about his 
father’s unpopular policy, 
Trudeau replied, “I had noth¬ 
ing to do with the National 
Energy Program. I was 12 
years old.”

Even though there won’t be 
any games on the ice for the 


foreseeable future, Edmonton 
charities say there will still be 
a loser during the NHL lockout. 

Organizations, such as char¬ 
ities and ringette and minor 
hockey teams, that fundraise 
through the 50/50 draw at 41 
Oilers regular-season home 
games will still be accommo¬ 
dated once the lockout is over, 
but groups may not get their 
original dates, explained Ed¬ 
monton Oilers Community 


Foimdation executive director 
Natalie Minclder. 

“We’re monitoring it, and 
just waiting to hear word from 
the NHL. As things progress, 
we’ll roll the groups into the 
second half of the season as 
required. If the entire season is 
lost, we’ll roll those groups into 
the next year,” said Minckler. 

The community foundation 
and charities split an average of 
$56,000 per game, meaning the 


charities could miss out on up 
to $28,000 if a game isn’t held. 

For an organization like 
CHED Santas Anonymous, 
they’ll miss out not only on 
money, but also on the expos¬ 
ure that would come from their 
Dec. 1 date, said executive dir¬ 
ector Lana Nordlimd. 

The group accepts donations 
all year roimd, but doing the 
50/50 after the Christmas sea¬ 
son can cause some headaches. 


“It does cause us some adminis¬ 
trative over-work. We’re sched¬ 
uling volimteers right now for 
our December date and we’re 
trying to confirm those volim- 
teers, but then we’ll have to go 
through the whole cycle again 
if the date changes,” said Nord- 
limd. 

NHL negotiations are cur¬ 
rently underway. Currently, 
no regular-season games have 
been cancelled. 


High school. 
Boards see 
improving 
completion 
results 

High school completion rates 
at both Edmonton school 
boards are up, according to 
provincial results released 
this week. 

The Edmonton Public 
School Board had a comple¬ 
tion rate of 76.1 per cent, 
below the provincial average, 
but up from last year. The 
Edmonton Catholic School 
District had a 79.8 per cent 
rate, above the provincial 
average of 79.6. 

Catholic board spokes¬ 
person Lori Nagy said they 
have targeted high school 
completion by focusing on 
vulnerable students. 

“We have now put in place 
graduation coaches in each of 
our schools,” she said. “Those 
coaches develop a relation¬ 
ship with people who are at 
risk.” 

EPSB chair Sarah Hofifrnan 
said she was pleased with her 
board’s results. 

“We are definitely on the 
right trend for high school 
completion. We had 1.2 per 
cent increase, which is twice 
the increase in the province.” 

On the diploma exams, 
the public board had better 
scores than the provincial 
average in chemistry, physics, 
science and biology, but Eng¬ 
lish and social studies scores 
were both several points 
below the provincial average. 

Students in the Catholic 
board exceeded the provincial 
average in English, social 
studies and science, but were 
slightly below it in biology, 
chemistry, physics, French, 
and both pure and applied

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Stolen batch of maple 
syrup gets police escort 



Canada’s sweet, 
gooey gold. A large 
quantity of stolen 
maple syrup returns 
home to Quebec from

In many places, gold ship¬ 
ments will get their own po¬ 
lice escort. In others, nucle¬ 
ar materials might get that 
same security treatment. 

But what about Canada, 
eh? 

In this country, the pro¬ 
tected material can be maple 
syrup. A convoy of 16 trailer¬ 
loads of the sweet stuff on 
Wednesday undertook an 
interprovincial journey — 
accompanied by a squad of 
provincial police cars. 

The shipment stems 
from an investigation into 
a stolen haul from a Quebec 
warehouse and the sticky 
substance is on its way back 
home from neighbouring 
New Brunswick. 

Yvon Poitras, the general 
manager of the New Bruns¬ 


wick Maple Syrup Associa¬ 
tion, says the goods came 
from a New Brunswick ex¬ 
porter. 

“(The convoy’s) under po¬ 
lice protection going some¬ 
where in Quebec,” he said. 

“We’ve been asked not to 
talk because it’s under in¬ 
vestigation.” 

Police confirm that an in¬ 


vestigation is underway, but 
are keeping mum. They will 
only say that a search was 
carried out on Sept. 26 at a 
company alongside a high¬ 
way in Kedgwick, N.B. 

In August, the Quebec 
Federation of Maple Syrup 
Producers reported the theft 
of a massive quantity from 
the warehouse in St-Louis- 


de-Blandford. The missing 
stock was discovered during 
a routine inventory check. 

The burglarized ware¬ 
house held more than 4.5 
million kilograms of maple 
syrup, valued at over $30 
million. The exact amount 
of the theft was not dis¬ 
closed.

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Leaked papers. Pope’s 
docs found in butler’s 
home: Vatican police 


Vatican police said Wednes¬ 
day they found thousands of 
documents hidden inside the 
home of Pope Benedict XVI’s 
former butler, including ori¬ 
ginal documents signed by 
the Pope bearing indications 
they should be destroyed. 

The police officers testi¬ 
fied in the trial of Paolo Gab¬ 
riele, the Pope’s once-trusted 
butler who faces four years 
in prison if convicted of ag¬ 
gravated theft for allegedly 
stealing papal documents 
and leaking them. 

Prosecutors have said 
Gabriele, a devout 46-year- 
old father of three, confessed 
to leaking copies of the docu¬ 
ments to journalist Gianluigi 
Nuzzi because he wanted to 
expose the “evil and corrup¬ 
tion” in the church to help 
put it back on the right path. 

The documents have 
ignited an uproar, for they 
revealed infighting and al¬ 
leged corruption in the Vati¬ 
can as the Pope grows older 
and more frail. 

The security breach has 
been one of the most dam¬ 
aging scandals of Benedict’s 
seven-year papacy.

Pope 
Benedict XVI’s regular papal 
audience — which draws tens 
of thousands of pilgrims on 
Wednesdays — went on as 
scheduled despite the protest 
taking place on the dome 
above. 

De Finizio put up a banner 
saying “Help! Enough Monti!” 
— referring to President

Italian media said he 
had spent three nights on a 
70-meter (230-foot) tall metal 
structure in Trieste earlier 
this year in a similar anti-re- 
form protest. 

De Finizio, who report¬ 
edly lost his restaurant in a 
fire and has struggled to get a 
loan to rebuild, has received 
moral support from other 
concession owners, who 
issued a statement saying 
they shared his “uncertainty 
about the future.”

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Monarchy adversary 
dies before becoming 
a Canadian citizen 


Dream unfulfilled. 

Toronto lawyer Charles 
Roach crusaded for 
change to citizenship 
requirements 

A man who refused to take the 
oath of citizenship because of 
his opposition to the monarchy 
has died with his decades-long 
dream of becoming a Canadian 
unfulfilled. 

Toronto civil-rights lawyer 
Charles Roach, who immigrat¬ 
ed from Trinidad and Tobago 
more than half a century ago, 
died Tuesday after a battle with 
brain cancer. He was 79. 

Roach had fought to change 
the coimtry’s citizenship re¬ 
quirements to allow people 
to swear an oath to Canada 
instead of the throne, which 
he said represented a legacy of 
oppression, imperiahsm and ra¬ 
cism. 

A New Democrat MP is now 
calling on Ottawa to make 
Roach, who was a prominent 



commimity activist, a Can¬ 
adian citizen posthumously In 
a statement Wednesday to the 
House of Commons, Andrew 
Cash urged the government to 
honour Roach with the status. 

“People may not agree with 
the views that Mr. Roach ex¬ 
pressed around this issue, but I 
think you can disagree and still 
respect the man and his contri¬ 
butions,” the Toronto MP said 
in an interview from Ottawa. 

Cash said he tried asking Im¬ 
migration Minister Jason Ken¬ 
ney last week to fulfil Roach’s 


dying wish to become a Can¬ 
adian citizen by pledging alle¬ 
giance to Canada, instead of the 
Queen. He said Kenney did not 
respond to the request. 

But Immigration Canada 
quickly shut the door on any 
chance that Roach would be 
given his citizenship after 
death. 

“There is no provision imder 
the Citizenship Act for the Min¬ 
ister of Citizenship and Im¬ 
migration to grant citizenship 
posthumously,” a departmental 
spokesman said We^esday. 

Roach, who said he believed 
there were many other resi¬ 
dents of Canada hke him, initi¬ 
ated the first of several court 
challenges to remove the royal 
reference from the oath in the 
1990s. 

His latest legal battle will 
continue after his death be¬ 
cause there are other apph- 
cants, said friend and colleague 
Peter Rosenthal, a Toronto law¬ 
yer who will argue the case be¬ 
fore the Ontario Superior Court 
in July.

After hundreds of cam¬ 
paign stops, $500 million US 
in mostly negative ads and 
countless tit-for-tat attacks, 
Obama and Romney went 
head-to-head in a high-stakes 
TV showdown watched by 
millions. 

Romney pointed to the 
weak U.S. economic recovery, 
arguing that Obama’s policies 
have failed and he doesn’t de¬ 
serve another term. 

“Going forward with the 
status quo is not going to cut 
it for the American people 
who are struggling today,” 
Romney said in the Denver 
debate. 

Obama accused Romney 
of wanting to “double down 
on the top-down policies” 
that led to the economic 


crash four years ago. 

Romney denied that and 
said that under Obama’s poli¬ 
cies “middle-income families 
are being crushed.” 

Romney said he would re¬ 
peal and replace regulations 
passed after the 2008 finan¬ 
cial crisis. 

Obama responded: “Does 
anyone think there is too 
much oversight and regula¬ 
tion of Wall Street?” 


If so, he declared, “Gov. 
Romney is your candidate.” 

Obama said Romney’s 
plan to reduce all tax rates 
by 20 per cent would cost 
$5 trillion and benefit the 
wealthy at the expense of 
middle-income taxpayers. 

Showing a real-time liveli¬ 
ness that has largely eluded 
him through 18 months on 
the campaign trail, Romney 
brought the A-game nobody 


was quite sure he had. 

Written off by much of 
the media as a long-shot, 
Romney had everything to 
prove in this, the first of 
three debates that will sharp¬ 
en a bitterly divided country 
as it enters the home-stretch 
to Nov. 6. 

Obama played the debate 
with caution, maintaining a 
calm, professorial demean¬ 
our as he walked carefully 


through the policy weeds of 
the past four years. 

The president’s perform¬ 
ance was that of a front-run¬ 
ner protecting a lead.

Serbia’s police on Wednesday 
banned a Gay Pride march 
in Belgrade, citing security 
concerns, but also compl 3 dng 


with a request from Serbia’s 
Christian Orthodox church. 

Police said they were ban¬ 
ning the march planned for 
Saturday because they feared 
a repeat of the violence 
in 2010, when right-wing 
groups attacked a Gay Pride 
event in Belgrade. That trig¬ 
gered day-long clashes with 
the police which left more 
than 100 people injured. 

Last year’s march also was 
banned by authorities. 

The current ban was an¬ 


nounced after Patriarch Irinej, 
the head of Serbia’s Chris¬ 
tian Orthodox church, urged 
the government to prevent 
Saturday’s march. In a state¬ 
ment, he said such a “parade 
of shame” would cast a “mor¬ 
al shadow” on Serbia — a 
conservative Balkan country 
whose gay population has 
faced threats and harassment. 

Allowing a Gay Pride march 
this year had been regarded 
by some as a test of Serbia’s 
pledge to respect human rights 


as it seeks European Union 
membership. That was clear 
in the reaction of European 
Parliament official Jelko Kacin, 
who called the ban a “political 
decision that questions the 
rule of law in Serbia.” 

Secretary-General Thorb- 
joern Jagland of the Council 
of Europe, the continent’s 
main human rights body, 
said he was “surprised and 
disappointed” that the pride 
event has been banned again.

In turn, they can 
give us oldies some of their 
energy!” 

The Elders have helped ne¬ 
gotiate between the Koreas, in 
the Middle East, Cote d’Ivoire, 
Sri Lanka and Sudan. Elder 
statesman Lakhdar Brahimi 
of Algeria has just been ap¬ 
pointed UN peace envoy to 
Syria. 

“The Elders demonstrated 
their faith in young people 
and told the world that youth 
matters,” Agbarakwe says. 


Nala is determined to 
bring sustainability to his 
homeland of China and be¬ 
lieves young leaders will 
make a difference. 

“Youth brought up in cities 
may not be aware of how ser¬ 
ious the problems are at this 
very moment,” he says, point¬ 
ing to the issue of air quality 
as an example. “If they see it, 
they have enormous power to 
change it.”

Fashion. Saving lives. The two 
can be polar opposites, but 
upscale label Maiyet hopes 
you fall in love with its de¬ 
signs first, then continue to 
purchase from it because of 
its mission to help local arti¬ 
sans sustain their own busi¬ 
nesses. 

“What we don’t do is pro¬ 
duce pity products,” co-found¬ 
er Paul van Zyl explains to 
Metro. “We design products 
that people will wear regard¬ 
less of the cause.” 

Maiyet scouts rare and 
unique artisanal items from 
around the world — like 
hand-woven cloth from Var¬ 
anasi, India, and hand-carved 
bone from Kenya. Then it 
uses part of its profits to fund 
training programs to educate 
craftsmen on how to make 
better quality products, and 
how to use their business to 
provide a stable source of in¬ 
come for their communities. 

Maiyet also fronts the 
money to produce the goods 
so artisans don’t have to be 
stuck in high-interest loans. 
All of that is on top of making 
sure that people get paid fair 
wages. 

Van Zyl’s background 
doesn’t exactly scream Carrie 
Bradshaw: He is the former 
executive secretary of South 
Africa’s post-apartheid Truth 


and Reconciliation Com¬ 
mission and he never really 
worked in the fashion indus¬ 
try. 

What drew him to the pro¬ 
ject was the idea that people 


don’t have to choose between 
doing well in business and 
doing good for the world. Van 
Zyl says the economic crisis 
has made people reahze that 
there must be a better way to 


run their companies. 

“We want these compan¬ 
ies to be small and sustain¬ 
able and to make beautiful 
products,” he explained.

More Canadians 
border-hopping 
for cheaper flights 


A new report finds that a 
soaring number of jet-set- 
ting Canadians are border¬ 
hopping to catch cheaper 
flights. 

The Conference Board 
of Canada report, issued 
Wednesday, said that about 
five million Canadians now 
cross the U.S. border by 
land every year to fly out of 
American airports. 

Higher airfares and fees 
and taxes in Canada, as well 
as differences in wages, air¬ 
craft prices and industry 
productivity, make it 30 per 
cent cheaper to fly out of 
the U.S. 

The Conference Board 
says fees and taxes make 
up about 40 per cent of the 
cost of an airplane ticket in 
Canada. 

The report suggests that 
while other factors are be¬ 
yond government control, 
small reductions in the air¬ 


fare differential could lead 
to traffic gains for Canadian 
airports and carriers. It esti¬ 
mates that changes to Can¬ 
adian policies alone could 
bring more than two mil¬ 
lion passengers a year back 
to Canadian airports. 

Federal Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty told reporters 
Wednesday that Ottawa is 
“concerned” about the issue 
and that federal Transport 
Minister Denis Lebell “has 
been working on a consulta¬ 
tion project with the airlines, 
with the airport authorities 
in Canada to try to see what 
we can accomplish.” 

“The fact that Canada’s 
largest airports are losing 
traffic to cross-border 
competitors matters 

because it undermines 
their role as national and 
international hubs,” said 
David Stewart-Patterson, 
the board’s vice-president

Using confidence to 
overcome tension. 

Planning, controlling a 
dog's instincts are key

Diving on top of my dog, 
April, to stop her from darting 
out onto a busy Toronto street 
in pursuit of a squirrel, left me 
with two bloody knees. 

As 1 limped home, April 
jerking me in all directions in 
search of more prey, 1 knew I 
needed help. 

My seven-year-old lab mix 
wasn’t exactly adapting well 
to city living after spending 
the last year on my mom and 
dad’s farm. Instead of spend¬ 
ing her days prowling bucolic 
fields for rabbits and heading 
out on off-leash hikes with my 
family, she was now confined 
to a 350-square-foot bachelor 
apartment and spends at least 
eight hours alone each day. 
Aside from pulling me into 
oncoming traffic, she was 
also chewing bald patches 
in her coat. Short of sending 
her back to the farm, I didn’t 
know what to do. 

So when I limped into work 
last week after my April acci¬ 
dent and my boss asked me if I 
wanted to interview Cesar Mil- 
lan, who was in Toronto at the 
Newstalk 1010 studio to talk 
about his Trust Your Instincts 
Tour, I took the assignment. If 
there was anyone who 
could help me, it was 
the Dog Whisperer. 

How do you help a dog 
make a major tran¬ 
sition? 

It’s 
very 
m ■ 


portant we acknowledge their 
uncertainty. What we need 
to do is no touch, no talk, no 
eye contact with dogs that 
come from an area where it’s 
not as hectic. We need to let 
them come to us and get 
to know us from 
an energy perspec¬ 
tive. That’s the best 
thing you can do to any 
dog to let it know that you’re 
welcoming them into this cha¬ 
otic life. 


That’s the thing. On the farm 
you don’t mind that, you 
Imow she’s coming back. But 
at the same time, there’s one 
thing I would teach farmers; 
If you’re ever going to bring 
a dog to the city, you have to 
do the transition of it ahead. 
You can control instincts, 
hunters do it all the time. So 
you have to be able to control 
that desire. (He points 
to the harness I have 
on April) Number one, 
that harness is not go¬ 
ing to help you. 

A harness is 


for pulling or tracking behav¬ 
iour. A harness creates this (he 
stands up, darting back and 
forth and sniffs the air). And 
then the human is doing this 
(tenses up and looks ^aid) 
“no, stop it, no, heel, no, over 
here, no, leave it.” So the hu¬ 
man is talking, but he’s not 
creating calmness. The leash 
on the neck creates a calm

dog park and that’s not 
healthy. What I’m sa 3 dng is 
that “I’m going to take you 
out of the house and you and 
me, we’re going to run.” And 
the dog thinks “you were with 
me the whole time, telling me 
what not to do, what not to 
chase.” You need to be in con¬ 
trol. Sometimes I have 15 dogs 
when I’m rollerblading. 

Have you ever had any crazy 
falls? 

Of course. But I just get back 
up. I used to surf The waves 
knock you down all kinds of 
times, but you get back out 
there. I don’t have fear. I’m 
not afraid of d 3 dng, it’s not 
in my space. When you fall, 
sometimes the dog still goes 
and he’s still excited and then 
you’re chasing him and it’s 
“cluck, cluck, cluck” on your 
rollerblades and he thinks 
you’re pla 3 dng (laughs). 

So what’s the most import¬ 
ant thing for dog owners to 
remember about transitions? 

What we have to understand 
is number one, how do we feel 
about this transition. And be 
honest, you have to have some 
brutal honesty. “I’m nervous. 
I’m fearful. I’m anxious. I’m 
confused.” It’s OK, so now 
you know the problem is not 
the transition for the dog, but 
how your energy affects them. 

I train people and rehabili- 
t a t e 
dogs. I 
train people 
to see them¬ 
selves as 
energy. 

So it doesn’t 
matter what 
want in life, it 
matters how you 
deal with life.

How can I stop her from 
chewing? 

It’s a physical reaction to the 
new life because the level of 
stress. It’s the same thing as 
why people numb themselves 
more often in the city than 
on a farm, because on a farm 
you’re tired from physical 
work and the relaxation. 
(April starts chewing as we’re 
talking, Cesar gives her a swift 
touch). You just give her a 
touch to stop the chewing. 
A lot of people will grab the 
nose and the mouth and say 
“no don’t lick yourself, stop 
it.” That doesn’t work because 
you’re giving the dog tension 
when he’s already tense. So 
first, I stop the behaviour, 
then let her go into a calm 
state.

(Laughs) I control the speed 
and direction. We know dogs 
don’t want to walk, they want 
to run.

the fastest growing econ¬ 
omies so it’s just outgrowing 
its own size and as a result 
there’s more cars than the 
city knows what to do with, 
more people, more mo- 
peds, more wild dogs, more 
motorcycles so it’s just the 
mosques that are there with 
loud speakers on them and 
they are competing with one 
another in terms of the pray¬ 
ers that happen at numerous 
times during the day.

Today, Branson’s group, which runs some 400 -pius companies in areas from mobile telephones and travel to music and health services, has more than 50,000 

employees and annual revenues of around $21 billion US. 

An iconoclast and adventurer, he is also deeply involved in non-business activities. Meet the other Bransons.

Disarmament: Let’s get rid of that 
old junk and save money 


Twenty years ago, the United States 
and Russia had thousands of nucle¬ 
ar weapons each. 

The arsenal was called MAD, Mu¬ 
tually Assured Destruction, because 
they could easily annihilate the 
world many times over. 

Today, the world’s nuclear pow¬ 
ers — the U.S., Russia, Britain, 
France, China and unofficial nuclear 
countries like India and Pakistan — 
still have hundreds of nuclear war¬ 
heads. 

That’s enough to destroy the 
world many times over, and these 
weapons cost more than $1 billion 
US per decade. 

As a result. Sir Richard Branson

and some 300 world leaders have 
formed Global Zero, a global organ¬ 
ization that advocates eliminating 
all the world’s nuclear weapons. 


“From a deterrent point of view, 
a country only needs 300 nuclear 
weapons,” Branson told Metro ear¬ 
lier this year. 

“Getting rid of nuclear weapons 
would save a lot of money and 
would solve many of the world’s 
current deficit problems.” 

That’s because maintaining the 
current nuclear stockpile is hugely 
expensive: The total cost to official 
and unofficial nuclear weapons 
states is expected to surpass $1 tril¬ 
lion US in the next decade, accord¬ 
ing to a study released by Global 
Zero. 

Global Zero now also has some 
400,000 members worldwide. 


The Elders: working for peace 


They’re old — and cool. 

When Nelson Mandela 
retired as President of South 
Africa, he wanted to use his 
stature to help solve conflicts 
around the world. He turned to 
Branson, who agreed to co-found 
and fund The Elders. 

And The Elders are just that: 
older statesmen whose reputa¬ 
tion allow them to crisscross the 
world and help solve disputes. 

Mandela has since been 
joined by, among others, his 
old friend Archbishop Desmond 
Tutu, Graca Machel (Mandela’s 
wife, who has a long political ca¬ 
reer in her native Mozambique) 


and former U.S. president Jimmy 
Garter. 

The Elders fill a unique need 
in international politics as there’s 
no institution or organization to 
which parties in conflict can turn. 

The United Nations appoints 
envoys, but their missions are of¬ 
ficial and subject to pressures from 
UN member states. The Elders go 
in a private capacity. 

And after missions to the 
Koreas, Middle East, Gyprus and 
Sri Lanka, The Elders have gained 
the top players’ attention: Lakhdar 
Brahimi, one of The Elders, has 
just been appointed UN envoy to 
Syria.

The state of New Mexico hosts a novel in¬ 
stallation: a spaceport. Starting next year, 
space tourists willing to pay $200,000 US 
be able to blast off from Spaceport 
America on a Virgin Galactic spacecraft. 
They’ll spend two and a half hours in 
space and five minutes in weightless¬ 
ness. 

Branson says his flights are not frivo¬ 
lous — scientists will use the flights to 
cany out research on the ozone layer 
and NASA will rent space on flights.

Legalizing drugs: 
Follow Portugal’s example 


Take a look at Mexico: be¬ 
tween January and Septem¬ 
ber last year, nearly 13,000 
Mexicans were killed in 
drug-related violence. Since 
the coimtiy’s government 
launched its war on drugs 
six years ago, nearly 48,000 
people have been killed. 

More than 50,000 troops 
and policemen are involved 
in the war against drugs — 
and that’s just in Mexico. 

Each year, some $13 bil¬ 
lion US worth of drugs are 
smuggled from South Amer¬ 
ica to the United States. 

Combating drugs, argues 
Branson and others, is a 
waste of time and money.

Earlier this year, he testi¬ 
fied to the British Parliament 
about the benefits of decrim¬ 
inalizing drug use, noting 
that coimtries like Portugal, 
which have decriminalized 
drug use, have seen a drop 
in both the number of drug 
addicts and the amoimt of 
drug-related crime. 

In fact, Branson joins a 


growing chorus of voices 
in favour of softer drug 
legislation. Together with 
global leaders like Peruvian 
writer Mario Vargas Llosa 
and Ernesto ZediUo, former 
president of Mexico, he has 
formed the Global Commis¬ 
sion on Drug Policy, which 
supports soter drug legisla¬ 
tion.

Humanitarianism: 
It’s up to businesses 


OK, Branson surfs for fun, but 
he’s also developed a knack for 
performing publicity stunts for 
good causes. A good cause, he 
argues, is often good business. 

The boimdaries between 
work and purpose are merging 
into one, he writes in his new 
book. Screw Business As Usual. 

Branson names his concept 


Capitalism 24902. (The name 
refers to the circumference of 
the globe.) 

“Every single business per¬ 
son has responsibility for tak¬ 
ing care of the people and the 
planet that make up our global 
village,” he writes. 

Curing disease may be the 
most daimting task facing the 


business person who wants to 
save the planet. 

In Britain, Branson thought 
up the Virgin Health Bank, 
where parents can store their 
children’s stem cells. 

“These cells could be used to 
treat a wide range of other con¬ 
ditions, from heart disease to 
diabetes, in the future,” he says.

Celebrities like to travel 
to Necker Island, Bran¬ 
son’s island in the Virgin 
Islands.

animals. 

Branson has larger 
environmental ambitions, 
too, and not just out of a 
desire to save the Earth. 

“We have to deal with 
environmental problems 
in an entrepreneurial 
spirit,” he told Metro ear¬ 
lier this year. 

“For example. Virgin’s 


new aviation fuel uses 
waste from steel mills. 
Millions of jobs could be 
created worldwide by 
greening our cities. The en¬ 
vironment would benefit, 
the cities would benefit, 
regular people would 
benefit, and it would stop 
money pouring out to the 
Middle East.” 

Branson has pledged 
to donate all his aviation 
businesses’ profits to the 
development of alternative 
fuels. 

His new Carbon War 
Room, in turn, encourages 
entrepreneurs and venture 
capitalists to come up 
with solutions to global 
warming.

Caren McSherry is one of the 
Soup Sisters in the Soup Sis¬ 
ters Cookbook. As owner of 
the Gourmet Warehouse, a 
store that offers high quality 
gourmet foods and supplies 
in Vancouver, and a cookbook 
author, she knows all about 
making delicacies. 

In the book, McSherry 
shares her recipe for her Tus¬ 
can Bean soup. 

1. Puree half the beans until 
smooth, adding a little water 
if necessary. Place the pureed 
beans in a bowl with the re¬ 
maining whole beans and set 
aside. 

2. In a large pot over medium 
heat, saute the onion, carrot, 
celery and leek in the oil, 
until the onion is softened. 

3. Stir in all the beans and 
the tomatoes, garlic and 
th3mie. 

4. Add the stock. Bring to a 
boil over high heat, then re¬ 
duce the heat to medium-low. 

5. Simmer, uncovered, until 
the vegetables are tender. 


Ingredients 


• 2 cups (500 ml) cooked white 
navy beans (drained and rinsed 
if canned) 

• 1 onion, diced 

• 1 carrot, peeled and diced 

• 2 stalks celery, diced 

• 1 leek, white and pale green 
parts only, washed and sliced 

• 1/3 cup (80 ml) olive oil 

• 6 large Roma tomatoes, diced 

• 3 cloves garlic, minced or finely 


chopped 

• 2 sprigs fresh thyme, leaves 
only 

• 8 cups (2 1 ) chicken or vege¬ 
table stock 

• Salt and pepper to taste 

• Sun-dried tomato crostini (see 
below) 

• Freshly grated Parmesan 
cheese for garnish

“If not, maybe a condo is for 
you because condos offer dif¬ 
ferent features. There are ad¬ 
vantages and disadvantages 
for both,” he said.

“Because for homebuyers, 
quite often those are two dif¬ 
ferent things.” 


It’s all about. Location, location, location 



Many factors affect the price 
of your first home, but few 
things rival that old real es¬ 
tate truism: Location, loca¬ 
tion, location. 

While the size of the 
home, its proximity to down¬ 
town, and the age and quality 
of materials will all affect the 
price, the city you buy in will 
likely dominate other vari¬ 
ables. 

The Canadian Real Es¬ 
tate Association recently de¬ 
veloped a great online tool 
that lets you look at how far 
your money will go across 
Canada. You can toggle be¬ 
tween different areas, and dif¬ 
ferent t37pes of houses, to see 
what you can expect to pay by 
province or city. 

Metro looked at prices in 
five cities across the country: 
Vancouver, Calgary, Toronto, 
Montreal, and Halifax. 

If you want to buy a town¬ 


house in the Greater Montreal 
area, you can expect to pay 
about $290,300. In the Great¬ 
er Toronto area, a townhouse 
goes for about $324,200. A 
Galgary townhouse averages 
$276,600. The Greater Van¬ 
couver area will set you back 


the most — a $462,300 cheque 
for your first townhouse. Ac¬ 
cording to Royale LePage, an 
average Halifax townhouse 
costs about $270,000. 

The GREA tool also of¬ 
fers insight into the stabil¬ 
ity of the property markets. 


Twelve months ago, the same 
townhouse in Vancouver ac¬ 
tually cost more — $471,200 
— while the Toronto town- 
house would have cost less, 
at $306,600. Halifax prices are 
steadily increasing. 

There is a wide range for 
single-family homes. In Van¬ 
couver, you can expect to 
pay almost $1 million — or 
$941,900, to be exact. In Gal¬ 
gary, the price is half that, 
with an average single-family 
home going for $420,200. In 
Toronto, that same house will 
cost you $523,100. In Mont¬ 
real, you will be pa37ing just 
$302,300. The Ganada Mort¬ 
gage and Housing Gorpora- 
tion lists an average Halifax 
home at $259,060. However, 
if you are looking for a first- 
time Hahfax home off the 
peninsula, you can get one for 
around $230,000.

“I was observing through 
the realtor community that 
more and more single women 
were bu 3 dng real estate,” she 
said. 

Usher said there are a 
number of reasons why more 
single women are purchasing 
real estate. 

“Women are waiting long¬ 
er to get married,” she said. 
“They are having a profes¬ 
sional hfe first and during that 
time period, we can rent or we 
can own real estate.”

a partner to come along to 
purchase real estate, they are 
grabbing the bull by the horns 
and doing it on their own. 

Continued low interest 
rates are also helping fuel 
the trend as it makes home 
ownership more affordable. 

Economic factors are an¬ 
other reason since purchasing 
real estate seems to be a more 
stable investment these days 
than investing in the money 


markets, particularly when 
considering the sluggish stock 
market. 

Sandra Rinomato, the 
host of HGTV’s Buy Herself, 
has noticed since she began 
practising real estate 16 years 
ago that more single women 
are purchasing real estate. In 


fact, her show follows single 
women as they purchase 
real estate, whether it be a 
20-something professional 
about to buy her first condo, 
a newly divorced women or a 
widower. 

Rinomato says one of the 
reasons for the trend is that it 


is now easier for women to get 
financing. “Thirty years ago, 
financial institutions were 
not lending money to women 
who did not have male co¬ 
signers,” she says. 

Looking specifically at 
first-time homebuyers, more 
women appear to be lining up 


than men to do so. 

According to the 19th an¬ 
nual RBC Homeownership 
Poll, among Canadians who 
plan to buy a home within the 
next two years, women (49 
per cent) are more hkely than 
men (35 per cent) to be first¬ 
time homebuyers.

No end in sight. 

League, union meet 
for fourth time in five 
days but again talk 
secondary issues and 
not core economics 


With no end in sight to the 
NHL lockout, the league is do¬ 
ing all it can to ease the con¬ 


cerns of its sponsors. 

A small group of key clients 
gathered Wednesday after¬ 
noon in Toronto for an audi¬ 
ence with chief operating ofii- 
cer John Colhns, who provided 
an update on labour negotia¬ 
tions and took questions from 
participants. 

A source indicated that rep¬ 
resentatives from Molson, Can¬ 
adian Tire, Sport Chek, Kraft, 
Sirius XM and Scotiabank par¬ 
ticipated in the meeting. 


“They were very transpar¬ 
ent with us,” said one of the 
attendees, who requested ano¬ 
nymity. “1 was looking aroimd 
the room and the long-term, 
cumulative contract dollars 
aroimd the table were probably 
at the SlOO-million mark. It’s a 
significant chunk of change for 
the league.” 

League ofticials have held a 
series of conference calls with 
business partners in recent 
months in an effort to keep 


everyone informed. 

With the NHL on hold, 
sponsors have been forced 
to abandon plans to activate 
against the league and some 
have started channelling 
money into other projects. Typ¬ 
ically, campaigns and product 
launches take months to pull 
together — posing a problem 
for league partners given the 
uncertainty brought on by the 
lockout.
